Data  from  the  1950  census  as  to  tlie  number  of  poultry  in  Mexico  have 
not  been  released  as  of  tbis  date  except  for  the  census  of  eiidos  (Governrrent 
owned  lands).     The  number  of  poultry  on  Goverament  lands  increased  by  28 
percent  bet\veen  l^i]£i  and  1^50,  but  the  num.ber  on  private  farms  (which  have 
about  tv>ro~thirds  of  the  total  poultry)  is  estimated  to  have  increased  more 
rapidly c     It  is  estimated  that  all  poultry  on  farm_s  totaled  about  50 
million  in  1950  and  56  million  in  195^>    rowever,  an  appreciable  num.ber  of 
poultry  representing  about  10  percent  of  the  total  are  kept  in  small  flocks 
in  toTOE  and  cities.

Egg  Production

Mexico  imports  large  quantities  of  shell  e.^KS ,  powdered  eggs  and  baby 
chicks  almost  all  from  the  United  otates©  This  trade  increased  materially 
in  1953^  imports  of  eggs  increased  22  percent  and  of  chicks  15  percent* 

Imports  of  15  million  dozen  shell  eggs  plus  the  3  "nillion  dozen  shell 
egg  equivalent  of  the  1  million  pounds  of  powdered  eg-g-s  and  snail  quanti- 
ties of  frozen  eggs,  yolks  and  albumen  represents  total  imports . equivalent 
to  about  217  million  shell  eggs  in  1953"    This. is  more  than.  10  percent  as 
mucii  as  the  estimated  domestic  production  of  fresh  efrgSo     Imports  were 
heaviest  in  July  to  October  and  lightest  from  February  through  April  but 
substantial  quantities  vere  imported  every  montho    All  imports  are  made 
by  the  governmental  asency  CEIJiSA  and  distri'^uted  in  the  larger  cities 
through  its  own  retail  outlets  and  to  the  private  trader.  In  addition  almost

Imports  of  powdered  eggs  in  1953  declined  in  quantity  but  increased 
in  valueo     Imports  Y/e re  placed  under  license  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  to  permit  CEIMSA  to  dispose  of  the  stocks  of  liquid, .eggs  obtained 
from  inferior  quality  imports  of  shell  eggs  early  in  1953<i    These  stocks 
have  now  moved  into  ■. consumption  but  the  requirement  of  import  permits  is 
being  continued  as  a  regulatory  measure*. 

The  only  other  large  imports  were  baby  chicks  of  .w'hich  a':;out  3o3 
million  valued  at  about  three-fourths  of  a  million  dollars  were  imported 
in  1953^    These  are  shipped,  by  air  and  arrive  in  all  months  of  the  year 
but  the  trade  is  smallest  in  July  through  September*  ,  • 
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The  import  of  baby  chicks,  althoup'h  handled  entirely  by  private  trade 
are  subject  to  increasingly  strict  veterinary  inspection  upon  arrival  in 
order  to  prevent  entry  of  poor  quality  and  diseased  stocko      The  Embassy 
has  recommended  that  chicks  from  United  States  Poultry  Improvement  Plan 
certified  hatcheries  or  other  acceptable  United  States  state  inspection  be 
accepted  vnthout  further  inspection  on  arrival  but  it  is  not  knov;  '"/hether 
the  government  will  adopt  this  polioyo    l  oreover^  !  exico's  ovm  hatchery 
capacity  is  gradually  being  increased^

Mexico  "vvill  need  to  import  at  least  as  m.any  eggs  and  chicks  in  195U  ^-S 
in  1953  tiut  actual  imports  ""vill  depend  largely  on  the  government 's  policyo 
Although  production  is  steadily  increasing j  it  is  not  yet  expanding  at  a 
rate  sufficient  to  meet  the  increase  in  consumption  and  populationo  Since 
all  imports  of  shell  eggs  are  made  by  C£I:"!SA  that  agency  will  set  the 
level  of  imports o     Imports  of  powdered  eggs  are  subject  to  license  and

In  suiomary.  United  States  foreign  trade  in  poultry  and  eggs  in  1952  and 
1953  consisted  primarily  of  exports  of  eggs  in  the  shell  and  "baby  chicks. 
Total  exports  of  all  egg  and  poultry  products  in  1953  amounted  to  32  million 
dollars  or  approximately    1  percent  of  the  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  sales 
of  poultry  and  eggs.    Only  cattle  and  dairy  products  showed  larger  cash  receipts. 

A  summary  of  this  information  was  published  in  the  April  12,  195^  issue  of 
ii'oreign  Gro-ps  and  Markets, 
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Comi?ared  to  total  U.  S,  agricultural  exports  e^^i^B  a,nd  poultry 
represented  1  percent  of  the  total.     Imports  of  egg  and  poultry  products 
in  1953  amounted    to  3  Jaillion  dollars,  giving  a  net  export  balance  cf 
29  nillion  dollars.

im-porters  appear  to  be  looking  to  nev;  sources  primarily  Lfenmark,  for  o^uslity 
products,     i-iuality  eggs  he,ve  been  recently  shipped  to  Venezuela,  from  L-enuark, 
oi  Venezuelan  nev/spaper  the  Jl  Onix'-ersal  on  inarch  23,  195^  announced  the 
arrival  at  La.  Gauira  of  6,400  cases  of  eg2,s  from  ieniiark.     The  article 
stated  this  is  only  one  of  many  shipments  of  good  cu^  lity  Ifejiish  eggs 
received  in  Venezuela.     The  reason  given  for  Venezuelan  iraporterc  to  seek 
nev/  sources  of  eggs  is  the  recent  disclosure  that  a  quantity  of  loxv  quality 
eggs,  unfit  for  human  consumption,  arrived  from  the  linited  states  in  late 
1953  prejudicing  consumers  aga^inst  united  otates  eggs  in  Venezuela.

United  States,    Ceylon  is  another  country  interested  in  obtaining  poultry 
breeding  stock.  •  •  ■  .     .  .  .

The  indicated  production  of  eggs  in  195^  in  a  group  ''f  cotmtries  for 
which  estimates  are  available  is  indicated  at  apprrximately  90  "billion  or 
12  percent  greater  than  that  of  a  year  earlier  and  approximately  70  per- 
cent greater  than  the  prewar,  193^-38  average.  2j 

Most  of  the  increase,  compared  with  1953 i  is  accounted  for  hy  in- 
creases in  Canada  and  in  the  United  States.    Increases  also  are  indicated 
for  Denmark,  the  Netherlands  and  Belgium.     In  other  rerjorting  European 
countries  195^  production  is  exoected  to  he  about  the  same  or  slightly 
larger  than  in  1953. 

The  indicated  increase  in  egg  production  in  the  major  c®tmtries  re- 
porting an  increase,  is  mainly  the  result  of  an  increase  in  the  number 
9f  hens  and  pullets,  although  there  also  has  been  some  increase  in  the 
rate  ef  lay  in  a  number  of  reporting  countries.    Adequate  feed  and  good- 
egg  prices  outside  the  United  States  and  Canada  have  also  tended  tr 
stim\ilate  egg  production.     In  many  Ivestern  j^uropean  Covmtries  the  feed- 
egg  price  ratio  has  been  quite  favorable. 

jiigg  production  in  North  America  countries  in  195^  is  expected  to  be 
greater  than  that  of  a  year  earlier  mainly  as  a  result  of  increases  in 
the  United  C)tates  and  C-'anadian  production.    ^  combined  increase  ever  1953 
of  over  k  percent  is  indicated  for  these  2  countries.    Sharply  increased 
numbers  of  pullets  on  farms  at  the  beginning  of  195^  was  an  important 
fact">r  in  both  coxintries.    The  Mexican  gavernment  recently  announced 
that  the  wexican  Jiank  of  J'oreign  Commerce  will  grant  credit  to  the  poultry 
industry  to  continue  increasing  domestic  egg  production. 

Increases  in  the  surplus  producing  coxintries  of  Denmark  and  the 
iletherlands  are  accounting  for  most  of  the  expansion  of  egg  production 
in  the  reporting  coiintries  •f  Europe.    These  increases  are«occurring  in 
spite  ')f  the  fact  that  their  Government  egg  contracts  v;ith  the  United 
Kingdom  were  terminated  this  year.

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These  increases  by  major  surplus  producing  areas  in  IBurope  were  made 
partly  in  anticipation  of  an  increasing  United  Kingdom  market,  which  would 
provide  good  prices  and  favor  a  short  distance  shipper,  due  to  the  dis- 
continuance cf  controls.     The  following  information  and  Tahle,  which  shows 
United  Kingdom  supply  auring  specified  winter  months  of  different  years, 
seem  to  warrant  these  increases. 

During  the  period  January-J^oly  195^  United  Kingdom  egg  imp&rts  of 
2,3^0,000  cases  were  down  10  percent  compared  to  same  period  in  1953 
despite  the  marked  increase  in  imports  from  Denmark.    This  increase  was 
insufficient  to  offset  the  fall  in  those  from  Commonwealth  countries. 
The  first  arrival  of  South  African  and  Australian  eggs  this  season  arrived 
in  August o    iNirthermore  it  is  not  expected  that  the  imports  from  South 
Africa  and  Australia  will  substantially  lower  egg  prices  in  the  United 
Kingdom  thus  insuring  a  continuation  of  favorable  prices.

However,  many  of  the  governments  ©r 
poultry  associations  of  these  countries  are  promoting  their  poultry  in- 
dustries, primarily  by  aiding  farmers  in  the  ptirchase  of  U.S.  laying  stocks, 
Brazil,  Ecuador,  Colombia,  Panama,  Venezuela  and  the  Dominican  fiepublic  are 
now  carrying  on  such  programs,
